re­ 
place the watchmen at the 
other 
crossings with automatic bells 
and 
waving signal flags which would give 
protection for every hour in the day. 
The eitv council also heard a pro­ 
posal from Dr. J. B. Kin>inger, sec­ 
retary of the city board of health, 
to establish a free garbage collection 
system in Rushville 
and to license 
vault cleaners so that ranch of 
the 
alleged graft which has l»een 
con­ 
nected wjth th<‘ work, may be elim­ 
inated. 
The members of the council were 
apparently very favorably impressed 
with the garbage disposal proposi­ 
tion and acted 
favorably 
on 
the 
suggestion 
to 
draw 
op 
an 
or­ 
dinance providing rules for garbage 
eolleetion and specifying the kind of 
containers which shalMie used. 
The city attorney will be instni *t - 
ed to diaw% up an ordinance regaid- 
ing garbage collection and al>o cue 
governing the ole: ring of vaults. 
Dr. Kinsinger said that lie had a 
proposition from an Anderson man, 
but did not divulge his name. 
The 
healfh board secretary said that the 
Ander-on man would collect the gar 
bage free of charge ami feed it 
to 
hogs if granted permission bv 
the 
city council, providing also if he is 
given the right to clean v a u lts dur­ 
ing the day time. 
The matter of protection at the C 
I. & W. railroad crossings in Rush­ 
ville was left 
over from, the last 
meeting, when Donald L. Smith, a t­ 
torney for the railroad, vas prepar­ 
ed to offer the ordinance, but there 
was not a quorum present. 
The same opposition to the auto-| 
matie signal bells as developed at 
the previous meeting sheared up last 
night. A. T. Mahin, superintendent of 
the eitv water and light plant, 
who 
lives at the corner of Harrison and 
Fourth streets, objected strenuously 
to the bells being installed because 
of the noise they would make and 
the inconvenience they wquld 
thus 
cause to people living along the rail­ 
road. 
He declared that he had talked to 
people living along the C. I. Á W. 
and that they would have been rep­ 
resented at the meeting but that they 
thought the members of the council 
were sensible men and would not do 
such a jhing as install the bells. 
The same argument 
was used— 
that all of the C. I. & W. switching 
was done 
west 
and that the bells would ring con­ 
tinually and cause great inconven­ 
ience and annovance to the residents 
of Fourth street and vicinity. 
The ordinance was drawn by Mr. 
Smith 
and presented by him. 
He 
pointed 
out that the railroad was 
anxious to do everything in its pow­ 
er to prevent accidents—everything 
within 
reason 
so far as cost was 
concerned, and that it was the opin­ 
ion of the railroad authorities that 
the gates 
at 
Main 
and 
Perkins 
streets and bells and signal anns at 
the other crossings offered the best 
solution of the problem because they 
would give service every hour in the 
day. 
He showed that no matter 
what 
precautions 
were 
taken, accidents 
will happen 
anyway because of the 
carelessness 
of automobile drivers, 
but that the railroad desired to safe­ 
guard the lives of ]>eople in every 
way possible and eliminate as many 
accidents as possible. 
.J. A. Goebel of Indianapolis, gen­ 
eral counsel for the C. I. & W., told 
something about the finances of the 
railroad and showed that with 
its 
limited means, the railroad was will­ 
ing to go as fa r as it could in cut­ 
ting down crossing accidents 
He said that at the reorganization

Senate Passes BHI 
Already Sanc­ 
tioned by House but Kills Rider 
Giving M ’Cray Power 


(B y United P ress) 
Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 
2—Foes 
of the Indiana public service com­ 
mission won the initial 
legislative 
battle against that body today when 
the state house 
of representatives 
voted 52 to 46 to accept a minority 
report of the 
judiciary committee 
recommending 
passage of - the bill 
whieh would abolish the 
commis­ 
sion and re-establish the 
railroad 
commission. 
The majority signed 
by 
eleven, 
committeemen, recommended indefi­ 
nite postponement of the 
measure. 
The minority report wras signed 
by 
Representative Newman oi Indiana­ 
polis and Rep. R. W. 
Barker 
of 
Posey county, democratic floor lead­ 
er of the house. 
The vote on substituting the min­ 
ority report for the majority report 
came after a heated argument 
occupied nearly the entire r a o iy 
session of the house. 
Just before the house took 
this 
action the senate adopted the regu­ 
lar appropriation bill carrying $5,- 
806,120 with which to maintain the 
state government and the state in­ 
stitutions during the next two years. 
The vote was unanimous and came 
after the senate »truck out a rider 
giving the governor power to 
dis­ 
miss any appointive officer or any 
state employe in the state house. 
The bill now goes to the house for 
concurrence on the senate 
amend­ 
ment. After the rider was 
stricken 
out Senator Cravens made the mo­ 
tion to amend the 
bill 
requesting 
the dismissal of state employes 
in 
those offices 
filled 
by 
appointive 
power. Thp motion was 
lost. 
The 
rider was eliminated on motion of 
Senator Strode of Kokomo. 
Strode’s motion caused a squabble 
and Senator Ratts. president 
pro* 
tern, threw 
the 
motion 
back 
on 
Strode’s motion when confronted by 
the supporters of it. 
Several unsuccessful attempts to 
boost, the appropriations by raising 
the salaries of certain officer hold­ 
ers. were made. 
The budget bill was introduced in 
the senate by Senator 
Ratts 
who 
served on the 
governor’s 
personal 
junketing committee, which investi­ 
gated the budget 
laws 
in 
other 
states. By terms of the chief exami­ 
ner of the chief board of accounts 
the bill will face certain 
amend­ 
ments, granting an additional $2,000 
salary and authorizing employment 
of additional help under the meas­ 
ure.
